The city policeman said that the 
robbers must have brought their 
own tools, because wires were cut 
to lift the turntable out of the table 
top. KERS does not have tools at 
the station. 

The $700 loss reverts to the As- 
sociated Students, which paid for 
the equipment. Crews said that, at 
the time, he did not know when or 
how the equipment would be 
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CSUS has another gaping hole, $700 worth in KERS equipment.

Although our advertising does not affect editorial ideais. | will 
allow discussion of my decision to permit display advertising which 
readers may find questionable 

As | will continue to show both sides of this and other issues by 
allowing advertisers to pay to have their ads printed in the Stave 
Horne, | will aiso allow any reader ite opportunity for redress of that 
advertisement 













































In the area of advertisements, Ido not want to become a censor of 
what will be presented on this campus unless that advertisement ad 
vocates something that is illegal. falsely advertised. or prohibited 
(Campus newspapers in the 19 campuses of the California State 
College and University system are prevented by the Chancellor trom 
advertising cigarettes. hard alcohol. or research material.) 

Advertising is not a means by which we express a prejudice: it sa 
means by.which we pay forthe rest of the newspaper. Without this paid 
advertising. and without a lot of it. it would be impossible to publish 

If a particular advertisement ts found offensive. then perhaps we 
should examine the source. the original source. Offensive advertising 
found inalmost any newspaper at almost any time is anly a symptom 
of the problems and ills of our society. It seems a terrible waste of 
human energies to fight symptoms when the real discase needs to be 
conquered 

On the question of whether or not an advertiseme... is offensive. my 
guestion ts “offensive to whom and on what grounds?” Were the Svar: 
Horner to attempt to become Simon Pure and not offend anvone b\ 
our advertising. | fear we would soon find ourselves out of business 

Where does one draw the line on the meaning of “offensive”? If one 
is to placate everyone on this campus, the line would span the biases 
and personal causes of every group and individual who is affiliated 
with the university

The three believe they are only 
the second such organization 
operating in the state of California 
There ts a similar group which has 
been operating in Fresno for the 
past five years.
